INKEllHALL— INGERSOLL. 

T\\v.  sunuuiie  Ingersoll  u:is  originally  and  jjroperly 
written  in  England  "Inkcrsall"  and  became  eorrujjted  into 
Ingersoll,  either  just  before  or  about  the  time  of  the  settle- 
ment of  the  family  in  America. 

Ann  Ingersoll,  of  Westlield,  Massachusetts,  embroid- 
ered what  she  believed  to  be  the  Ingeisoll  coat  of  arms  in 
IT^S.  This  same  coat,  for  many  years,  hung  in  the  hall  of 
]\Iajor  Edward  Ingersi)irs  house  in  Springiield  and  is  yet  in 
possession  of  the  family.  Now  it  is  (piite  evident  that  the 
lady  who  worked  these  arms  inherited  the  design  from  her 
immediate  ancestors,  othei'wise  she  must  have  manufactured 
them  to  suit  her  taste.  She  had  no  other  way  of  obtaining 
them.  The  last  hypothesis  is  imjtrobable,  as  she  belonged 
to  one  of  the  most  jnous  and  aristocratic  of  the  colonial 
families  of  New  England. 

I  now  lind,  from  English  records,  that  the  emblazonry 
on  the  old  arms  of  Inki'rsall  of  Hertfordshire  and  Middlesex, 
Engliind,  is  identical  with  that  on  the  arms  embroidered 
by  Ann  Ingersoll  in  175.S.  This  seems  almost  eonchisive 
evidence  that  they  were  inherited  through  generations,  and 
that  Inkersall  was  the  t)riginal  family  surname. 

THE  ARMS  OF  INKEU8ALE— INtHCRSOLL. 
The  arms  were  recorded  (Original  Manuscri})t  C.  28) 
at  the  College  of  Arms  in  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth 
century.  They  were  borne  by  Robert  Ingeisoll  of  Westt^»n 
who  inherited  them  from  his  father  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
sixteenth  cen'ury.     The  record  is  as  follows :- 

"Gu  a  fesse,  dancette,  ern,  betw.  six  trefoils,  slipped 
or  crest:  A  griffin's  head  gu.,  gorged  with  a  fesse,  dancettee, 
betw.,  two  wings,  displayed  'or."  The  visor  tjf  the  helmet 
is  closed  and  faced  t(j  tin*  right  (looking  at  the  arms,  it  faces 
to  the  left),  showing  that  the  person  who  was  originally 
given  the  right  to  bear  the  arms  was  an  esipiire  or  gentleman, 
and  that  he  was  born  in  wedloi^k.  In  a  |)amphlet  issued  by 
Mr.  O.  R.  and  INIr.  O.  \V.  Ingersoll  in  1S.S4  the  statement  is 
made  that  the  translation  of  the  Latin  .motto  on  the  coat  of 
arms  is  "Virtue  lives  but  fame  dies".  I  can  find  no  author- 
ity for  this.  There  is  no  nnjtto  on  record  with  the  arms  in 
England,  and  there  it  should  be  if  it  exists.  There  Is  no 
motto  on  the  arms   embroidered   by   Ann   Ingersoll  in   1758 
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but  in  the  scroll  wIktc   the    motto   would   be  found  are  the 
words  "By  the  name  of  Ingersoll." 

HAMPSHIRE. 

Our  branch  of  tlu;  ln<;-ersoll  family  may  be  properly 
called  '"The  Iii<;x'rsi)lls  ui  JIampshire,  for  within  the  orijiiual 
limits  (.)f  Hampshire  (Jounty  they  have  mostly  residc'd.  .John 
IngersoU  with  others  were  the;  first  st;ttlers  in  this  county, 
and  from  their  settlement,  which  is  the  earliest  record  in  tiie 

county  to  the  present  day a   peri-od   of  two  hundred   and 

fifty  years — the  naine  of  Ingt'rsoll  appears  most  prominently. 

Hampshire  Coimty  was  in-cor[K)rat(Ml  ALiy  7,  l()(i'2 
takir.g  the  name  from  a  county  in  the  South  of  England. 
It  was  the  first  county  in  the  \Vestt'rn  ])art  (jf  the  State  and 
the  largest,  also.  In  1701  a  portion  was  cut  oil"  to  form 
Bi'rkshire  County  another  })oriion  in  ISll  to  from  I'ranklin 
and  linally  a  third  portion  in  \SV2    to  forrji   Hampden. 

In  the  year  l(]"i!),  in  tiie  reign  of  Charles  I,  Richai'd 
IngersoU  and  his  brother  John  came  from  Beclfordshii'c, 
England,*  and  settled  in  Salem  Mass.,  Puchard,  the  elder 
brother  brought  with  him  to  the  continent  his  wife  Ann  and 
a  family  consisting  of  two  sons  and  four  daughters.  A  third 
son  was  born  in  Salem  about  WhV2.  Richard  IngersoU  died 
in  Salem  in  1(144  ju-obably  v(;ry  soon  after  making  his  will, 
which  was  datetl  July '21st  1(144.  John  IngersoU,  Richard's 
younger  brother  was  born  in  luigland  in  Kilo  and  therefore 
was  about  fourtet'U  yeai's  of  age  when  he  left  Englaiul  to 
come  to  America  with  brother  and  family,  l^'or  a  time  John 
lived  with  his  brother  Richard  at  Salem  Mass.,  under  whose 
])rotection  he  scenes  to  have  l)een.  We  next  hear  of  him  at 
Hartford,  Conn.,  in  which  })lace,  he  settled  after  his  brothers 
deatb.  In  Kiol,  he  married  Dorthy  Lord  daughter  of 
Thomas  Lord,  one  of  the  tii'st  setthu's  of  Hartford,  Conn. 
At  the  time  of  his  marriage,  he  was  thirty-six  years  old  and 
his  wife  Dorothy  was  twenty-two.  The  first  two  children  by 
this  marriage  were  born  in  Ifartford.  Hannah  bt)rn  l()o2 
and  Dorothy  l)orn  l()r)4.  in  1(->r)5  John  and  his  family 
moved  to  Northampton,  IMassachusetts,  in  which  place 
another  daughter  was  soon  born.  Margery  born  in  January 
165().

In  giving  birth  to  Mai'gery  IngersoU,  Mrs.  John 
IngersoU  died  leaving  three  tlaughters  the  eldest  of  whonu

w;is  only  four  years  old.  Mrs.  Jnii;i'rsoll  was  twenty-six 
years  (jld  when  she  (Hed.  On  Ueeeniher  12,  1057  ahout  (jne 
year  at'tt'r  the  death  of  Dorotliy,  John  Ingersoll  niarrietl  again. 
The  seeond  wife  was  Ahi<fail  Jiaseoni,  the  daughter  of 
Thomas  Baseoni  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Windsoi-,  ('onneet- 
icut,  hut  who  removed  afterward  to  Northami^ton.  {Nurlli- 
Juinipto}i  Records. ) 

In  1()()()  John  icmoved  with  his  family  to  Westfield 
or  Woronoeo,  Mass.',  whieh  was  at  that  time  known  only  hy 
the  Indian  name.  In  April  of  the  same  year  his  wife 
Altigail  died  leaving  four  daughters  for  John  to  take  eare  of. 
During  the  following  year  John  marrii'd  again,  Ahiry  Hunt 
a  daughter  of  John  Hunt  and  a  sister  of  Jonathan  Hunt,  of 
Northampton.  The  nanu;  of  Mary  Hunt's  motlier  i»revious  to 
her  marriage  was  Mary"Wehster.  8he  was  a  daugliter  of  John 
Wehster  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Hartford,  (lonn.,  and  the 
fifth  Governor  of  the  Colony  of  Conneetieut  ehosen  in  lOf)!). 
He  was  from  C-ounty  \\'arwiek,  England  and  st-ttled  in  Hart- 
ford with  his  wife  Agnes  and  several  children  in  1(18(). 
Noah  Wehster  L.  L.  D.,  author  of  NW-hster's  dieli(jnary  was 
born  in  Hartford  and  was  Mary  Hunt's  grandfather.  It  is 
reeorded  in  the  town  book  of  \\'estfield  that  in  the  year  KKK) 
land  was  granted  to  John  Ingersoll  and  others  and  that  he 
settled  there  in  that  year.  In  1G7H  he  was  one  of  the  seven 
pillars  of  or  Foundation  men  who  united  to  form  the  ehureh 
at  Westfield.

After  tlie  birth  of  Eleanor  his  wife  Sarah  died  and  for 
a  seegnd  wife  he  married  the  widow  of  llezikiah  Dickinson, 
of  S]>rinjj;field.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Blakeman, 
of  Stratford,  Conn.,  and  the  grand-dauj^hter  of  the  Uev. 
Adam  Blakeman,  the  first  nnnister  of  that  town.  There 
were  no  children  b}'  this  marriage.  "Decend)er  G,  1707  Mr. 
Thomas'  Ingersoll,  of  W'estlitdd  enters  his  intentions  of  mar- 
riage with -Abigail  Dickinson,  of  Springfield,  and  ye  j>ub- 
lishment  was  |)(;sted  the  same  day."  "Thomas  IngersoU  and 
Abigail  Dickinson  ,  l)(jth  aforesaid  were  married  January  21, 
17*)7-8J"  "Al»igail  Ingersoll  the  wife  of  Thomas  IngersoU  was 
sick  and  died  ^hirch  ye  oO,  171U."  (Sin-ingdeld  Record.) 
April  oO,  1720  Th(jmas  Ingersoll,  of  Si)ringiield,  entered  his 
intentions  of  marriage  with  Ruth  (!hild,  of  Watertown,  and 
ye  publishment?  ,  There  wt-re  no  children  from  this  third 
marriage;.  Thomas  Ingersoll,  of  Sj)ringtield,  and  Ruth  Child, 
of  \\'atcrto\\n,  were  marritid  May  17,  1720  {Spruio-field 
Record.  )  Thomas  Ingersoll  died  in  Westlield  November 
14,  1732,  in  the  sixty-fifth  year  of  his  agt;  and  his  widow, 
Ruth  died  January  20,  174()-7.  (  Westlield  records. ) 
SON  OF  THOMAS  AND  SARAH  ASHLEY. 

Captain  David  Ingersoll  was  born  in  Westfield,  Mass., 
Septend)er  oO,  dW)i).  Tlu;  first  mention  we  find  of  David' 
'Ingersoll.  is  a^i  a  trader  at  Springfield  at  wliieh  place  }>e 
VL'.^nained  xiptil  about  17M2,  when  he  removed  to  Brooklield. 
In  about  1735  he  removed  to  CJreat  Barrington.  \\\  that 
year  his  house,  on  tlie  road  to  Stockbridge,  is  mentionetl  jn 
'the  records  of  the  Ui)pcr  Pro]»riety,  but  it  is  not  certain  tliat 
he  was  then  living-  there.  He  was  one  of  the  most  enterj)ris- 
ing  meU;  of  Great  Barrington  and  perhaps  exercised  a   wider 
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inlliu^iice  over  liis  fellow -('itizens  tlian  any  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town.  His  lirst  a|)])earance  as  a  prominent  man  in  the 
Settlement  was  in  17-)*),  and  from  that  time  on,  for  a  ])ei'io(l 
of  iifteen  }  ears,  liis  name  is  connected  with  most  of  its 
l>u«ines8  interests.  He  became  the  owner  of  live  rights  in 
the  lJ[)per  as  well  as  a  large  landowner  in  the  Lower  town- 
shij).  With  an  eye  to  husiiKiSS,  Mi-.  Ingersoll,  early  in  17oi), 
under  a  title  of  extremely  doubtful  validity,  (.)btained  possess- 
ion of  the  water  [)Ower,  which  of  recent  years  has  been 
occupied  l)y  the  Berkshire  Woolen  Company,  where  he  built 
a  dam  erected  a  saw-mill  and  grist  mill  and  also  a  forge  and 
trij)  hannner  for  the  manufactinc  of  bar  iron.  These  works 
which  were  on  the  east  bank  of  the  river,  below  the  bridge, 
were  soon,  comi)lete<l  an(l  in  17-JO,  he  mad(^  iron  at  the  hjrge 
from  ore  obtained  from  the  l)ed  east  of  Lubben  M.  Pixley's. 
He  had  also  a  store  and  small  stock  of  goods  nearby  and  was 
for  a  lime  (juite  extensively  engaged  in  business. 

AFr.  Ingersoll  l)uilt  his  lionse  in  17'^0  on  the  west  side 
of  Water  street.  This  house  a  low  one  and  a  half  story 
building  with  a  porch  in  front  formed  by  a  long  sloping  roof 
stood  diret'tly  in  front  of  the  site  of  the  dwelling  house  next 
north  of  the  old  (iorhani  tavern,  and  ])artly  within  the  ])resent 
highway.  It  w;i3  taken  down  about  IS'iS  by  the  late  Charles 
\y.  Hopkins  K^i\.,  who  Imilt  the  ])resent  house  standing 
nearly  on  the  site  ofthe  old  e)ne.  Here  AFr.  Ingersoll  resided  for 
ten  years  until  174*.)  when  he  sold  the  house  to  Deacon  Tim- 
othy Hojjkins  Escp,  and  removed  to  another  ])art  of  town. 
Mr.  Ingersoll  was  (irst  clerk  of  the  Up]»er  Pro})ri(  ty,  chosen 
in  1741;  one  of  the  committee  for  building  tlu;  meeting 
house  and  for  providing  a  minister,  and  is  re[)uted  as  having 
donated  the  land  on  which  the  meeting  house  stood.  He 
was  tlie  first  magistrate;  residing  within  the  limits  of  the 
Parish  and  was  commissioned  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  on  Sej)- 
tember  8,  174!),  an  olTu'c  at  that  time  of  honor  and  trust 
which  conferred  dignity  and  importance  upon  its  in- 
cumbent and  entitled  him  to  consideratioti  and  respect. 
He  was  a  Cajitain  in  tlu'  militia  and  also  a  select  man  of 
the  town  of  Shellield.  In  his  individual  as  well  as  his 
odicial  capacity  he  became  engaged  in  the  interest  of  some  of 
till'  tenants  of  Livingston's  IManor,  who  were  then  presumed 
to  live  within  the  limits  of  Massachusetts)  in  their  ([uai-rels 
with  tlieir  landlords,  and  incurring  the  disj>lea?ure  of  Mr. 
Livingston  who,  in  a  letter    to  LieutiTiant  (lovernor  Delancey 
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(Iciiouneed  hiiu  as  "That  wicked  varlet  David  In^^tTsoll." 
Mr.  IngiTsoll  was  nut  pcrnujincutly  siuu;i'.ssful  in  his 
business  enterpri.^es,  and  in  1775  his  mills  and  other  property 
were  taken  on  execution  to  satisfy  the  (hinnnd  of  his  t'red- 
itors.  At  ahout  the  same  time,  August  lo^  177o,  in  conse- 
(juence  of  some  irregularities  in  his  transacti(jns  with  the 
<^()Vernment,  in  liis  oilicial  caj)acity  as  select  man,  ofShellield, 
tradition  says  in  a  matter  of  bounties  on  wolf  scalps,  David 
In^ersoll,  was,  by  the  order  of  the  (ieneral  Court,  removed 
from  the  ollices  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  ami  Captain  of  militia, 
and  thereafter  disqualilied  from  holding  any  ollici'S  of  hont)r 
or  profit  under  the  g-overment.  From  this  time  his  in- 
fhu'nce  waned  and  his  name  seldom  appears  in  jjarish 
or  town  history.  He  afterw^ards  for  a  time  resided 
upon  the  farm,  latelyDavid  Leavitt's,  south  of  the  villag-e 
which  he  owned  in  connection  with  a  larg-e  tract  of  land 
in  the  Southward;  the  \vhole  embracing'  some  five  hun- 
dred acres  was  commonly  known  as  Jng-ersoll's  great 
farm.

B)  his  tirst 
marriage  there  was  one  sou,  \\^illia!M,  born  in  S^tringtield 
Ai)ril  l',  1721. 

His  second  wife  was  Submit  Horton  daughter  of 
Thomas  Horton,  of  Springfield,  whom  he  married  in 
Springlield  July  9th  1739,  She  died  Npvember  23  1770. 
David  Higersoll  died  March  23  1773  in  the  seventy- 
fourth  year  of  his  age,  Hy  his  second  wife  were  born 
to  David  Higersoll  six  sons  and  two  daughters;       ,

LEE. 

Sacred  to  the  memory  of  ^David  I)io-ersoII,  -Esqr^ 
zlIio  was  o)ie  of  the  first  settlers  of  this  tozcn  and  one  of 
the  feiv  who,  in  ijSo,  zvere  formed  i)ito  a  cliiirch  for  this 
place.  Satisfied  xvith  living  and  rejoicing  in  the  hope  a)id 
glorv  he  died  Aagnst  loth  /iS'/jf  age  gi  years  and  four 
nionllis  leaving  l>e/ii)id  /lim  in  this  world  i^g  descendents.^'' 
His  scvensons  (lied  in  the  order  in  which  they  were 
born.     ^Fhey   had   forty-four  sons. 

William  Lnoekholl,  son  of  Captain  David  Infrersoll 
and  Lytlia  Child,  was  born  in  Springlifld,  April  11,  172^. 
Ho  married  Lydia  Ingersoll,  daughter  of  Moses,  she  being 
his  first  cousin.  They  lived  in  (ireat  JJarrington,  Mass. 
In  or  ;d)Out  1770  they  moved  from  the  central  part  of  (ireat 
Barrington  to  the  "Coi)lands."  In  February,  1770,  the 
]»ro})rietoi's  of  the  UiJi)er  Townships  authorized  the  sale  of 
the  school  land  in  the  Coj)lands  for  the  benefit  of  its  in- 
habitants and  in  the  same  year  by  a  vote  (jf  this  town  those 
inhabitants  were  excuiscd  from  the  ])ayment  of  ministerial, 
school  and  highway  rates.  The  first  roa,ds  in  the  Coi)lands 
were  established  by  this  town  in  1771  and  six  years  later, 
1777,  thirty  ])ei-sons,  inhal)itants  of  that  sec:tion  were  ])aying 
])oll  taxes  in  (Jreat  Harrington.  Hut  the  Coplands,  isolated 
and  i-emote  from  the  central  ])art  of  the  town  were  by  nature 
sej)arated  from  it  and  at  the  incorporation  of  "Lee"  in  1777 
were  made  a  })art  of  that  town  without  0})position  from  (ireat 
Harrington. 

On  Wednesday,  the  26th  day  of  December,  1777,  the 
first  town  meeting  of  "Lee"  was  held  at  the  house  oi  Peter 
Willcock.  ^\'illianl  Ingersoll  was  chosen  moderator  of  the 
meeting.  Mr.  William  Ingersoll  and  Ca])tain  .Jesse  liradley 
were  a})pointed  connnittee  of  "correspondence  and  safety." 

(NoTK. — Tills  last  fact  makes  William  In}.;ersoirs  descendants 
elifjfible  for  the  .societies  Dauf^^hters  of  the  American  Revolution 
and  sons  of  the  A.   K.)

Jngersoll's  residence'  was  ajipai'ently  where  the  brick  house 
built  by  hiss()n(!apt.  Peter  ingersoll  in  17(')()  and  now  owned  })y 
the  Pope  family  stands,  but  he  afterwards  had  a  dwelling  on 
the  east  side  of  the  street.  He  was  inn-keeper  in  this  pail  of 
the  town  a  large'  landholder  in  comf(jrtable  (;ircumstances  a 
prominent  man  among  the  settlei's  and  lield  tlie  otliee  of 
Parish  treasurer.

She  was  Maky 
widow  oS  Thomas  Ilorton  who  died  the  summer  before 
leaving-  her  with  two  small    children. 

In  lt)46  Kobi:kt  Asni.ioY  was  licensed  to  keep 
the  ordinary  and  on  Jan.  22,  1651-2  received  a  g-rant  of 
land  on  Mill  River  on  condition  that  he  should  keep  the 
ordinary.  The  keeper  of  this  was  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  town's  officers  and  placed  uniler  certain  re- 
strictions. 

It  ^vas  considered  a  hig-hly  respectable  position 
and  mine  host  took  his  place  among-  the  best  people. 
About  1660  he  resigned  this  position.  Hy  this  time  he 
had  become,  by  grant  and  purchase  an  extensive  owner 
of  land  on  the  West  side  of  the  Connecticut  River  at 
what  is  now  called  West  Spring-lield.  Then  he  prob- 
ably built  a  house  on  the  hcnise  lot,  which  had  been 
g-ranted   him,  h"eb.  1661.

He  united 
with  the  Westfield  church  Jan.  1,  l()79-80  five  months 
after  its  org-anization  and  took  the  freeman  oath  at 
Spring-field,  Sept.  26,-  1680. 

His  g-ravestone  and  that  of  his  wife  are  among- 
the  oldest  in- theWestfield  Cemetery.  They  are  short 
irreg-ular  slabs  of  native  stone  and  the  inscriptions  can 
be  decij)hered  with  difficulty.

John  Wkbstkk,  of  Hartford,  1636,  by  family  tra- 
ditions from  Warwickshire,  Eng.,  original  proprietor 
of  Hartford,  had  home  lot  in  1639  on  East  side  of  the 
street  now  called  (Tovernc^r  street.

Captain  David  Ingei^oll,  born  Jn  West- 
fleld,  had  residence  for  brief  times  In 
Springfield,  Brookfleld,  StocWbridge,  Great 
Barnngton  and  Lee.  He  was  clerk  of  the 
"Upper  Proprletry,"  a  Justice  of  peace  and 
captain  Jn  the  tralnlband.  Creditors  over- 
took him  in  the  trying  times  of  the  French 
and  Indian  Wars,  but  he  recuperated  his 
possessions  by  his  foresight  and  industry. 
He  may  have  been  land  poor  and  unable  to 
handle  himself;  but  a  few  years'  tilling  cf 
fertile  spots  In  the  Berkshire  Hills  caused 
hini  ti  recover.  He,  was  an  active  spirit  In 
'  defending  himself  and  others  In  their  land 
titles,  for  there  were  land  grabbers  in  those 
times,  wblch  would  (put  to  shame  the  land 
'  grabbers  of  more  recent  times  on  the  fron- 
tiers. He  had  troubles  over  land  in  pres- 
ent New  Yorlj  State,  then  subject  of  dis- 
putes between  the  colonies,  and  notably 
claimed  in  the  Livingston  Manor.  Captain 
IngersoU  in  several  cases  was  evidently  in 
the  minority  and  got  worsted 

David  IngersoU,  Great  Barrlngton,  "Gen-' 
tlenian,  in  consideration  of  love,  goodwill 
and  affection  which  I  have  and  do  bear  to 
my  son,  Deodat  IngersoU,  and  for  his  set-  ' 
tlement  in  life,"  conveys  17G2  "ona^half  of 
my  messuage  or  homestead  on  which  I  now 
dwell  in  Great  Barrlngton,  containing  in  aU- 
about  three  hundred  acres."
